DETAILED ACTION 

The amendment filed on 6/5/2008 has been entered. Claims 8, 10 have been 
canceled. Claims 1-7, 9, and 11-13 remain for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9 and 11-13 allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As previously recited, the prior art discloses various systems and methods for 
replenishing/recharging/replacing currency cassettes from one or more ATM machines. 
However, the prior art fails to disclose the specifics features of the claimed invention: (i) 
the method of setting threshold based on time of day or weekday, or time in the 
manners as recited in claims 3-4; (ii) the threshold is set based on the total number of 
notes in all cassettes in the manner as recited in claim 7; (iii) the cassette having 
associated information in the manner as recited in claims 1-6, 9 and 1 1 . 

The prior art also fails to disclose the limitations of claims 1 2 and 1 3.
